Fire broke out in the press rpom of the 
Byrd Printing <‘ompany, on Pryor street, 
last night at 7 o'clock, and before it 
could be checked by the firemen hqd 
eaten its way through the elevator shaft 
to the second floor. 

Three of the presses were badly dis- 
apled, the rollers being melted by the 
intense haat, and three iinotype ma- 
chines and one monotype machine were 
injured. The paper and stock were con- 
skderably damaged by the water and 
smoke. 


It was impossible to make an estimate | 


last night of the total damage incurred, 
owing to the fact that the lights were 
off by the electric company as a 
precaution against danger. It is thought, 
however, that the loss wil! exceed $3,000, 
which is fully covered by ithsurance.

How the fire originated is a mystery. 


Two theories have been advanced, one 
is that of spontaneous combustion, and 
the other incendiarism. A thorough in- 
vestigation will be instituted y the 
company and a private detective will be 
employed this morning to ascertajn if 
possible the cause. 

The fire was discovered by B.S. 
‘hompson, one of the employeeq who 
had just enteréd the building. The back 
portion of the press room was in a 
blaze at that time. Thompson at onre 
turned in the alarm, and notified C. P. 
Byrd, president and manager of the 
company. 

When the fire companies arrived on the 
scene, the flames were licking the celil- 
ing of the room and were entering the 
second floor through the elevetor shaft. 
The paper and ink made a dense smoke, 
which soon filled the entire four floors 
of the building, and made it difficult for 
the firemen to work. They had it under 
control before any portion of the equip- 
ment on the second floor was burned. 
But the water and smoke did ruinous 
work. ;

‘DECLARED REBATES | 


Important Order of Interstate Com.| 
mission Affecting the Sugar | 
Refining Indastry. 


Washington, December 20.—In a de- | 
cision, made public today, the inter- | 
state commerce commission declares. 
that allowances for the transfer of su- | 
gar from refineries to the trains are 
essentially rebates, and in violation of | 
the law. 

This important determination was} 
reached by the commission only after 
several months of consideration of the 
matter of allowances for the transfer | 
of sugar, and, so far as the tommission 
is concerned, brings to an end a con-'| 
troversy which has long existed be- | 
tween the refineries In New York and, 
those in Philadelphia. 

The investigation of the subject was | 
begun by the commission on its own |! 
initiative. No complaint was filed, but | 
what was regarded as the injustice and | 
illegality of the allowances for trans-| 4 
fer or cartage were called to the at-| 
tention of the commission, with a view 
to eliminating them. In its decision, 
the commission lays down four general 
conclusions, as follows: 

“!. The commission has jurisdiction 
to make an order in ‘any inquiry on its 
own action in the same manner and 
to the same effect as though com- 
Plaint has been made.’ 

“2. It is not a part of the carrier's 
duty to bear the expense of transfe;, of 
goods from the shipper to the carrier. 
For carriers to undertake to compen- 
sate shippers for performing services 
which the shippers are legally bound 
to do for themselves is for the carriers 
to violate the act. 

“3. The publication of gross-and-net 
rates would ne “eg add to the com- 
plexity of tari Wherever it is pos- 
sible for Feb mare to file a net rate as 
such, it is their duty so to do, 

“4 The allowances here conslered are 
rebates, and violate the law. No order 
is issued, but the carriers are expected) 
to conform to the law without delay.” 

“No order will be made at this time,” 
the report concludes, “but the commis.- 
sion will expect the carriers in question 
at once to conform their tariffs and 
practices to tle principles here an- 
nounced. If this is not done, the com- 
mission will take such steps to enforce 
compliance with its views in this con- 
nection, either by an order in this pro- 
ceeding (jurisdiction of which is re- 
served for that purpose) or by such 
other means as it may deem advisable 
in the premises.”

BEING MADE BY POWERS 


London, .December 20.—The views of 
the ten powers, the adelegates from 
which are assembled here to decide upon 
q code of laws for the international 
prize court provided for at tNMe Iiast 
Hague conference, make a decidedly 
bulky volume. Some of the powers, like 
Jupan, have submitted their proposal 
in the briefest form, while others, nota- 
bly Great Britain, support their views 
with arguments and references de- 
cisions which British naval courts have 
given in historical naval cases. 

The United States, too, has gone into 
on the various subjects which 
thinks should receive consideration 
while Germany has submitted a draft 
code of laws.

The Suggestions. 

The American suggestions are: War- 
chips of the United States of America 
ean seek asvlum during war in a neu- 
tral port subject to the Umitations pre- 
seribed by the port authorities. 

Such ships must conform to the regu- 
lations of the port authorities regarding 
lergth of stay and interval to be ob- 
served before going to sea in pursuit 
of any enemy or after departure of 
the enemy's ship. . 

Merchant ships, yachts, or neutral ves- 
sels carrying or picking up belligerent 
wounded, sick, Or shipwrecked, should 
not be captured on acount of such acts, 
should still be subject to capture 
any violations of neutrality they 
have committed. Merchant ships 
under escort of warships of their own 
rationality should be exempt from the 
right of search on proper assurances

In regard to blockade, the British, 45 
opposed to the continental view, nold 
that the blockading force May be dils- 
posed at any distance from the ports or 
ecasts of the enemy that the naval 
commanders think fit, provided that it 
ig not so placed as to obstruct access 
tc a neutral seaboard. 

Great Britain strongly holds to her 
contention raised during the Russe 
Japanese war, that it is the duty of 4 
belligerent captor to “bring in for ad: 
judication by a prize court any mer- 
chant vessel which he has seized.’ 

The conversion of merchant vesseis 
into warships to the high seas is 4 
question to be decided, Great Britain 
‘thinks, by reference to the rights ofr 
neutrals. 

“It is essential,” the statement goes 
on, “that there should be no possibility 
log doubt as to the ships entitled to ex- 
ercise the right of search, It should 
be strictly limited to ships known to be 
public ships of the belligerent fighting 
fleet.” 

Japan differs from Great Britain on 
only one question.

Sewage and Sanitation. 


Editor Constitution: In the recent dis- 
cussion concerning Atlanta's sewerage sys- 
tem, published in the columns of your paper, 
th? real lurking danger over which Atlanta 
is sleeping has been lost sight of to a re- 
markable degree. ° 

The problem of the proper sanitation of a 
large city resolves itseir into three distinct 
atages, to-wit: 

l. The collection of tne sewage. 

2. The removal, and 

3. The disposal, effectea either by dilution, 
destruction or purification or said sewage. 

By collection of sewage I mean its de- 
position at, or its delivery to, those points 
where its removal instantly begins. 

in Atlanta, so far ag the system is com- 
pleted, the rem@val of the sewage is effected 
by the ‘‘water’ carriage system,’’ which at 
this date ig the most widely adopied and 
the most satisfactory method known. 

The disposal of the cily’g sewage, al least 
of that portion which now enters the sew- 
ers,’ has been left to dilution and nature's 
unassisted agencies, and it is this siage of 
the sanitation prot#lem that is receiving 
Vastly more attention than it deserves just 
at this time, and consequently the real ae- 
fects of the system are obscured. 

Means for accomplishing the first 
ond stages of Atlania’s sewerage problem 
are not yet completed. inquiry at the office 
of the chief inspector of the city’s sanitary 
department wil! establish the truth of tbe 
above statement. Of 27,100 houses in the 
city, only 16,296 have connections with the 
conduits designed for tne removal of sew- 
age, leaving 10,805 habitations whose sew- 
age is removed (through (the streets) in the 
shape of night svi], or wise not removed at 
all. Here, therefore, is not only a source 
of danger, but also an item of considerable 
expense that demands tomediate attention 
and abatement.

Further, while on this stage of the problem, 
is another matter to which I wish to 
attention. At every intersectivun of 
and often under the curbs, midway 
of the blocks, there are numepous so-called 
catch basins ot Storm water inlets, but 
which can be better described ag being foul, 
offensive and matiodorcus wreeding places 
for death-dealing bacteria At intervals 
these catch basins, °or rather these sireet 
‘cess poois," undergo a nauseating process 
called ‘“‘cleaning”’ but. Which in reality is 
an action tending to spreac over the 
and sidewalkg their vue contents, 
when dry and taken up by the winds pe! 
ineate the atmosphers wit? pestilential 
germs. There is <abdsolutely no need on 
paved atreets for these disagreeable hoes 
for whatever substance the street surface 
water cam carry into them it could alsuv carry 
away from them and through the sewer if it 
were allowed to do se by proper construction 
of the storm water inlet. These catch basins 
are not only ‘@ menace to health, but they 
are a source of constant and needless ez- 
pense to the cily because of futile attempts 
to clean them. 

It is unneveseary to go to the vartous out- 
falis of the city’s sewers to find lodgments 
of puUtrescible filth; great quantities of 18 
can be seen on the street surfaces, in the 
gutters and on the siaewalks within the 
shadews of Atlanta’s skyscrapers.

But I am op- 
posed to their installation at this or any 
other time unless a better reason than the 
purification of the water in outside creeks 
and branches is advanced. 

If Atlanta has been lax in her municipal 
housekeeping it fias been due more to a 
lack of the primary facilities for collecting 
and removing her sweepings than it has 
been for the want of a plant to destroy them. 
Therefore 1 would suggest that, sfore con- 
structing disposal ‘plants, sewer mains and 
laterals be extended and constructed so that 
every house in town can be provided a con- 
nection to the sewers; that every house- 
holder he compelled te make a proper sewer 
connection for every habitation he owns; that 
the street paving be of the best sanitary 
character, consistent with wear and the most 
perfect in construction, and that it then be 
kept clean; and further, that the obnoxious 
useless” and costly catcn pasine be entirely 
done away with and substitute therefor storm 
water inlets. "hen we have accomplished 
these’ things and are abie to deliver all the 
sewage at points s¢lected for its final dtis- 
posal, at least when we @ave reached that 
point from which we can see the effectua- 
tions of these things, then we shal! be in a 
better position to consider septic tanks and 
sewerage commissions for the further uplift- 
ing of the celty.

to have been as follows 

This ts the statement of ' General 
William lL. Cabell: “When the con- 
federate army commanded by General 
Beauregard and the federal army con- 
fronted each other at Manassas, it was 
seen that the confederate flag and the 
Stars and stripes looked at a distance 
sO much alike that it was hard to dis- 
tinguish one from the other. General 
Beauregard, thinking that serious mis- 
takes might be made in recognizing 
our troops, after the battle of July 18, 
at Blackburn Ford, ordered that a 
small badge should be worn on the left 
shoulder by our troops and, as I was 
chief quartermaster, ordered nie to 
purchase, a large amount of red flan- 
nel and to Bisa sbes it to each regi- 
ment.’ 

This confederate 
adopted in September, 166!, and was 
designed by Generals Johnston and 
Beauregard. Red was ite color, with a 
blue St. Andrew's cross reachigag from 
corner to corner and white bBtars on 
the cross representing the different 
southern states.

“THE POOR COTTON FARMER.” 


In a letter, published elsewherg in 
this issue under the above caption, the 
qifestion ie asked: ‘What fs he to do, 
anyway?’ followed by some pertinent 
remarks that are well worth considera- 
tion, although the ideas and sugges- 
tions presented are not new, except in 
their application to practice by the 
farmer whq is hard hit. Exactly what 
is meant by the expression, “poor cot- 
ton farmer,’’ a phrase that admits of 
more than one definition. 

(i) It may be construed to mean those 
farmers who produce cotton, and are at 
the same time poor in this warld’s 
goods; or (2) it mey mean those farm- 
ers who make poor cotton crops; and 
(3) it may mean those farmers who are 
poor because they make ootton at all; 
and, lastly, (4) it may be intended to 
méan that all cotton farmérs are poor 
in the sense that they are claimants on 
our sympathy because of adverse con- 
| ditions, which they cannot control, or 
because of unjust treatment on the part 
' of those with whom they have to do. 
It is not at all probable that the 
writer of the letter was thinking of the 
farmers who are just beginning life 
with littl or no capital. It is probable 
that he may include some of those 
farmers who make very poor crops of 
cotton—those who get a bale to three 
Or more acres. He cemtainly does not 
mean to say or to intimate that any 
farmer is poor simply because he grows 
cotton. I am inclined to believe that the 
expression was used in the sense. of 
the last definition, and it amounts to 
an appeal for sympathy for cotton 
farmers as a class. 

lt would not be difficult, however, to 
show that there is a considerable per- 
centage of farmers who are “doing 
very well, thank you,” and are not can- 
didates or anybody's sympathy. These 
are the farmers who produce plenty of 
corn, Oats, hay, pogk, bacon and lard; 
who raise a mule or horse colt or two 
every year; who generally have more 
or less to sell of all the products pro- 
duced by them, and who find very gat- 
isfactory profits in such sales— much 
better than fhe profits of cotton at ten 
cents a pound.

| is an incurable disease, and always ends 
in blindness—if the animal lives long 
enough, unless careful treatment ve 
given at each recurring attack. It is 
called ‘‘perlodic’” because an attack 
—usually of one eye at a time—comes On 
pretty regularly at periods varying in 
different animals from four weeks to 
several months, each attack leaving the 
eye in a still more weakened condition, 
and ending finally in total blindness. The 
other eye will then be attacked with the 
Same results.

SUMMER PASTURE 
Goshen, Ala.—I have a 10- 
dark sandy pineywoods land 
which I want to devote to hogs and cattle 
pasture next year and would appreciate a 
suggestion from you as to the best plan to 
get the most out of it. My idea is to sow 
in turf oats or rye early in January. Graze 
until the Ist or 18th or May. then remove 
hogs and cattle to an oat field, which I can 
harvest about that time, plant the 10 acree 
to Spanish peanuts, cut tops for hay about 
the 15th of August, then rcurn on hogs and 
eattle to harvest the nuts and grass. Yo 
you think the plan good or would the 
spring pasture from the oats or rye be 
profitable? What fertilizer and how much 
would you apnly to the peanuts” Wand 
makes 12 to 20 hushefe or corn per acre 
without fertilizer, but rusts and blights in 
cotton. Would the 15th of Max be too late to 
plant the peanuts? How much hay could TI 
reasonably expect from the tops? I would 
thank you for an early reply in The Con- 
stitution. Have ofter profited by your ae- 
vice. ee 
Answer—The*outcome of a crop of oats 
or rye sown so late as January would 
depend very much on the character of 
the weather. It would have heen a very 
“good scheme” if you had sown to rye 
and vetch, or rye and crimson clover. 
The rye and turf oats, however, will 
Stand @ very severe freeze and there 
would be little danger from that source. 
Don't make the mistake of seeding too 
sparingly. Sow at least one and a half 
bushels of rye or three or four bushels 
of oats per acre and fertilize with 300 
or 400 pounds of a highly ammoniated 
fertilizer, say, 400 pounds of an 8~2—2 
and 150 pounds of cotton meal per atre, 
or 350 pounds of !0—4 acid and potash 
and 150 pounds of cotton seed meal. 
The plan you propose seems a good one. 
With the above amount of fertilizers 
per acre I think you might plant the 
peanuts without any fertilizer. But you 
can be your own judge when the time 
comes. May !5 would not be too late to 
plant Spanish peanuts. I cannot say 
how much hay you might reasonably 
expect—iput say three-fourths of a ton 
per acre. 


LICE ON HOGS, 

N. 8S. Cox, Winterville, N. C.-—Please telj 
what willl ill hog lice.

Answer: Perhaps the very best rem- 
edy for lice on hogs (and also for lice, 
mange, etc., on all animals) is a de. 
coction of stavesacre seeds. Get two 
ounces Of the seeds from the drug 
store and boil them for an hour in 
three pints of water (or one pound of 
seeds in 3 gallons of water). Let it 
simmer on the stove for another hour, 
then fill up to the original quantity of 
water. Wet each hog all over with 
a little of the cold decoction. It will 
kill both lice and nits. Cotton seed Gil 
two parts, kerosene one part, rubbed 
over the pigs, is algo good. Clean up 
the sleeping places, burn all litter and 
change quarters.
